- Joan you a half-tone out in order to try it out on your paper, 
I believe that it will not be necessary for me to send you 
this.. It seens that haif-tones are made according to the 
quality of the paper, and those that we have here would not 
necessarily suit the paper thet you have. 
‘If you will send me a copy of the Classical Veekly I will 

show it to one of the members of the Publication Cormittee here, 
and will find out whether your paper vill take half-tone cuts. 


I am not ‘At all sure that we can solve the problem of the 
cost of such outs for illustration in thevarticles on Roman 
coins. I was going to write the articles myself, and I have 
all the material in the way of coins, but I am afraid that the 
cost is going to prove considerable. 


I had thought that possibiy the cuts that we have here, 
which are rather few in number for Roman coins, and those 
which we might have made would make it possible to illustrate 
the articles rather cheaply. But it does not seem possible 
now to solve the problem unless your paper could bear perhage 
half the cost of reproduction of cuts. 


It seems a great pity since I am sure a great many read-, 
ers of the Weekly would read a set of articles on Roman col 
with great interest, and it would hardly be possible to make 
the articles clear without some illustrations. 


Line drawings,you know, are even more expensive, and in 
the case of those which already exist in publications there 
would be about the same cost for reproducing as in the case 
of half-tone cuts.
